Disposal boxes allow citizens to 
get rid of unused medications 24/7

A partnership between the state, county 
agencies and the City of Grayling will 
allow area residents an avenue to dispose of 
unused medications 24/7 to keep them out 
of hands of drug abusers and from contam- 
inating the groundwater. 

In July, the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging (COA) received a 
$7,959 grant from the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) for the installation of two drug dis- 
posal boxes. 

Located outside of the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office and Grayling City Hall, 
area residents can now get rid of unused, 
unwanted or expired prescription drugs. 
The boxes are available for the disposal of 
prescription medications, over the counter 
medications, pet medications, including

In recent years, the pharma- 
cy has participated in the 
Yellow Drug collection pro- 
gram, which accepts some 
prescription drugs for dis- 
posal. The program, howev- 
er, does not accept the dis- 
posal of controlled sub- 
stances. 

“Those are the kinds of 
prescriptions which puts 
~ seniors and everyone at risk 
when they are in their 
house,” Snyder said. 

Loca! law enforcement 
agencies have also accepted 
prescription drugs on Drug 
Enforcement Agency spon- 
sored drug take back days. 

“While they were effec- 
tive and very good, they 
were just limited in access,” 
Jeff Steffey said. 

Shelley Hubbard, preven- 
tion specialist for the 
Crawford County 
Partnership for Substance 
Abuse Awareness, said 
some people did not want to 
go to police offices to dis- 
pose of medications or 
could not participate in the 
drug take back days due to 
busy schedules. People can 
dispose of drugs at the sher- 
iff’s office and city hall 
around the clock. 

“It’s going to remove bar- 
riers for people to get rid of 
medications,” Hubbard said. 
“Our hopes are the more 
medication we can get dis- 
posed, the less crime we 
will have in the community 
overdoses on these medica- 
tions from people who 
abuse them.” 

Grayling City 
Manager/Police Chief Doug 
Baum said keeping contam- 
ination out of the groundwa-

ter from disposing of drugs 
in the landfill or avoiding 
the common practice of 
flushing medication down 
the toilet is paramount to 
public safety. 

“Between city hall and 
the sheriff’s department, it 
gives people some place to 
take them and gives them 
some options,’ Baum said. 
“We want to stop that stuff 
from getting into” the 
groundwater,” 

The drug disposal boxes 
are monitored by surveil- 
lance cameras to lessen the 
temptation for tampering 
with the boxes. City Police 
officers check the boxes 


nightly, Baum said. 
Detective Sgt. John 
McDonald, from the 


Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office, also checks the box 
daily, 

Some guidelines for prop- 
er disposal of medications 
include: 

° Always bring in pre- 
scription medicine in the 
original bottle or package. 
Over the counter medica- 
tions can be left in the same 
bottle or package they were 
purchased in. 

* Once you reach the dis- 
posal site, you may use a 
marker to black out person- 
al information on prescrip- 
tion medication and pet 
medications or remove the 
label. 

* If you do not want to 
leave your medication bot- 
tle, pills can be dumped into 
a zip lock type bag and 
dropped into the drop box 
once you have reached the 
disposal site. 

¢ Inhalers and powders 
should be left in the original 


package with personal 
information blacked out. 
Patches can be placed into a 
zip lock bag. 

¢ To prevent spillage, 
place the entire bottle of any 
liquid medications, both 
prescription and over the 
counter, into a zip lock bag 
before putting them into the 
drop box. 

¢ Never take another per- 
son’s prescription medica- 
tions to the drop box. It is a 
felony crime to transport 
another person’s prescrip- 
tion medication. If you are 
the guardian of another per- 
son, carry your legal paper- 
work with you. If you are a 
non-legal caregiver or a 
spouse, you should carry a 
letter signed by the prescrip- 
tion holder with you. For 
your own safety, drugs 
should be immediately dis- 
posed of and not carried 
around in your car for any 
length of time. 

* Never dispose of nee- 
dies or syringes in the med- 
ication drop box. This puts 
others at risk. 

The total project cost for 
installation of the drug dis- 
posal boxes was $11,243. 
That total includes some in- 
kind services from Snyder 
and McDonald. Newspaper 
advertising, radio spots and 
the Senior Gazette, the 
monthly newsletter distrib- 
uted by the COA, will also 
promote the program. 

“We want to make sure 
everybody knows it’s avail- 
able,” Snyder said. ‘“We’re 
constantly encouraging peo- 
ple to get rid of what they 
don’t use.” 

From thieves breaking 
into homes to steal prescrip- 


tion medications to teens or 
their friends taking a few 
pills from a medicine cabi- 
net, Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Kirk A. Wakefield 
said prescription drug abuse 
has: been the source of 
crimes the last few years, 

“T think it’s a good pro- 
gram,” Wakefield said of the 
drug disposal boxes. “Every 
little bit helps.”

* Make sure your locks 
are sturdy — all entry doors 
should have deadbolts. If 
your entry doors have win- 
dows in them make sure 
your deadbolt is keyed on 
both sides and don’t leave 
the key in the inside lock! 


Viewpoint — 


* Make sure you put your 
newspaper and mail deliv- 
ery on hold before you 
leave. Burglars really do 
look for piled up newspa- 
pers and mail as a sign your 
home is empty. Leaving 
mail unattended for days 
also opens you up to poten- 
tial identity theft. 

* Make arrangements for 
a neighbor to create car and 
foot tracks to your house if 
it snows while you’re gone. 
You should arrange for 
someone to shovel your 
sidewalks and driveway 
while you’re away, too. 

* A loud TV or radio can 
be a better deterrent than the 
best alarm system. If you’re 
reluctant to leave your TV 
on while you’re out of town 
you can buy a device, which 
works on a timer and simu- 


lates the flickering glow of a 
real television. 

* Make sure someone you 
trust in your neighborhood 
knows you're out of town so 
they can watch for anything 
suspicious. Nosy neighbors 
are a great deterrent because 
burglars will break a win- 
dow to get in knowing that 
most people will stop if they 
hear a sound but if the 
sound doesn’t repeat they 
will shrug it off. Your 
neighbor is more likely to 
call police if they know 
you're out of town and it 
can’t be you making that 
noise. 

¢ Avoid announcing your 
vacation on Facebook or 
any other social networking 
site. It’s easier than you 
think to find your address.

Snowplows need room to groom 


The Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 


and the County Road 
Association of Michigan 
(CRAM) announced the 
start of their annual educa- 
tion campaign urging 
motorists to remember good 
driving habits in winter 
weather conditions: 
“Snowplows Need Room to 
Groom!” 

'“Road crews put their 
lives on the line every day to 
keep Michigan roads safe 
for everyone,” said State 
Transportation Director 
Kirk T. Steudle. “Motorists 
must remember to drive 
with caution no matter how 
much salt we use or how 
often the roads are plowed." 

A steady decrease in road 
funding and an increase in 
costs have forced state and 
local agencies to alter their 
winter maintenance plans 
and change plowing priori- 
ties. However, one impor- 
tant fact has not changed: 


road crews must have ample 
room in order to safely clear 
the many miles of roadway 
of snow and ice. 

“Motorists must do their 
best to minimize distrac- 
tions and focus on driving 
and changes in road condi- 
tions,” John Niemela, 
CRAM _ director, _ said. 
“Every year, despite the 
flashing lights on snowplow 
trucks, poor driver behavior 
near snowplows leads to 
collisions that can be dead- 
ly.” 

MDOT and CRAM offer 
the following reminders for 
motorists: 

* Snowplows have limited 
visibility and drivers cannot 
see directly behind their 
trucks; 

* Snowplows often throw 
up snow clouds, reducing 
visibility on alt sides of the 
truck; 

* Distracted driving is 
dangerous driving. 


_ Motorists should not text or 
talk on cell phones while 


they are behind the wheel. 
In fact, texting while dri- 
ving is illegal in Michigan; 

* Motorists should never 
aifempt to pass a moving 
snowplow on the right. With 
new wing-plow technology, 
the blade can clear the 
shoulder and the lane of 
travel simultaneously, 
Motorists attempting an 
illegal pass through a snow 
cloud on the right and/or 
shoulder of the road most 
likely won't see the plow 
blade and run the risk of a 
serious crash; and 

* Always wear your safe- 
ty belt and allow extra time 
to reach your destinations 
this winter. 

Steudle added, 
safety of everyone, 
motorists should use 
extreme caution when trav- 
eling in winter weather con- 
ditions. We can't emphasize 
this enough: Snowplows 
Need Room to Groom!”

It’s not too late 
for a flu shot 


The severity of the flu 
can vary from mild to 
severe. When severe, flu 
complications can lead to 
hospitalization and in some 
cases death.

Unfortunately, that means 
that the majority of those 
who are recommended to 
receive the influenza vacci- 
nation went unprotected. 
Michigan estimates for flu 
vaccination coverage are at 
38.8 percent, which is even 
lower than the national 
average. 

“Every year, flu spreads 
across the country from per- 
son to person, family to 
family, and community to 
community,” said James K. 
Haveman, Director of the 
MDCH. “One of the great- 
est challenges we face from 
the flu is the uncertainty of 
the disease. Flu viruses are 
constantly changing which 
is why we need to protect 
ourselves and our families 
with an annual flu vaccine.” 

Last week flu activity 
throughout the United 
States increased, = In 
Michigan, flu activity has 
been sporadic so far this 
season, however reports of 
laboratory-confirmed flu 
cases have been document- 
ed across the state and are 
starting to increase. 
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experiencing serious health 
complications as a result of 
flu. A fiu vaccine is the first 
and best way to prevent 
influenza and is particularly 
important in people who are 
at higher risk of serious flu 
complications. 

Getting a flu vaccine is 
more convenient than ever 
before. Vaccines are avail- 
able from physicians, local 
health departments, and at 
many retail pharmacies. 
Many employers, colleges 
and universitics also offer 
flu. vaccines. Additionally, 
the annual vaccine supply 
continues to grow, helping 
to ensure that enough vac- 
cine is available for cvery- 
one. 

“When you're out and 
about in your community 
and see signs offering flu 
shots, or when you visit 
your doctor for a routine 
check-up, remember; the 
flu vaccine is the single best 
way to prevent the flu,” said 
Haveman.

The U.S. Coast Guard 
Cutter “McLane,” the last in 
its class in existence made 


combat war patrols in the 
Pacific Theater of Operations 
during Worid War II. She is 
officially credited with sink- 
ing 23 major Japanese ships, 
the third highest in the U.S. 
Navy submarine fleet, mak- 
ing her the most successful 
surviving World War II sub- 
marine. 


The USS _ Silversides 


during the Prohibition-era, is 
also docked at the museum. 
“The boys and parents had 
an evening that they will 
never forget sleeping in the 
racks that our brave Navy 
servicemen slept in,” said 
Brad Summers, committee 
chairman for Boy Scout 
Troop #995 of Grayling.

LANSING — The fight to 
impose a sales tax on online 
businesses is fizzling once 
again with the end of legista- 
live session. 

The likely doomed fegisla- 
tion, sponsored by Reps. 
Eileen Kowall, R-White 
Lake Township, and Jim 
Ananich, D-Flint, would 
amend the sales tax law to 
include online businesses. 

The bills were an attempt 
to hold the booming online 
sales industry to the same 
tax-collecting standards as 
its brick-and-mortar counter- 
parts, 

But with the end of the 
legislative session rapidly 
approaching, hopes of con- 
tinuing the discussion about 
an online sales tax, Iet alone

member Rep. Jim Townsend, 
D-Royal Oak, said hasn't 
heard plans of the bill com- 
ing up again this year since a 
scheduled discussion on the 
topic was canceled. He said 
the concept of sales tax regu- 
lation on such a widespread 
level is better suited for 
nationwide legislation, but 
inaction from Congress 
should encourage state legis- 
lators to take the matter into 
their own hands. 

“We ought to have a level 
playing field for online 
retailers and we don’t,” 
Townsend said. “It’s an issue 
probably better solved at the 
national level, but it’s not 
getting solved on the nation- 
al level right now.” 

In the mind of business 
owner Dan Marshall, any 
change in online sales tax 
would be beneficial for 
retailers struggling to com- 


getting the legislation 
through the lame duck House 
and Senate, grow increasing- 
ly slim. 

Because of a loophole in 
current tax law, sellers online 
don’t need to collect the sales 
tax unless they have a brick- 
and-mortar business — in 
Michigan. Technically, 
online consumers are sup- 
posed to report their online 
purchases and pay a 6 per- 
cent use tax, but few do, said 
Tom Scott of the Michigan 
Retailers Association. 

Supporters argue that such 
a change would level the 
retail playing field and bring 
in more tax dollars. The mea- 
sure has support from both 
sides of the aisle, but some 
legislators have expressed 
concerns that it would make 
online shopping more con- 
fusing for both the buyer and 
the retailer.

have people come in and 
look at products, and my 
staff helps them select the 
product that best fits their 
needs,” he said. “They'll 
scan the UPC code with 
smartphones that will tell 
them where the cheapest 
price on the product is. 

“We'll try to match it, but 
we just can’t discount it to 
cat the sales tax,” he said. 
‘Marshall Music is perfectly 
comfortable operating in a 
competitive pricing environ- 
ment, but if some should col- 
lect sales tax, all should col- 
lect sales tax. We’re put at a 
competitive disadvantage.” 

The fight for tax parity in 
online sales has dragged on 
for years, but to many brick- 
and-mortar retailers, the 
issue remains pertinent, Scott 
said. 

Despite the likely failure 
challenges to get legislation 
through this year, he said 
retail businesses will contin- 
ue to make it a top priority. 

“This ts our number-one 
legislative issue,” he said. 
“We'd love to get this passed, 


-but the ultimate solution has 


to come from Congress with 
national legislation. Until 
then we have to work from 
the state level,’ Scott said.

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Christmas tree growers 
grapple with drought,

LANSING - Ken Prince, 
owner Of KP Tree and 
Nursery in Allendale, is 
one of many Christmas tree 
growers in the state who 
faces a potential business 
crisis because of last sum- 
mer’s drought. 

“Drought was bad for 
planting new trees,” Prince 
said. “We are going to 
ramp up the planting by 30 
percent to make up our loss 
from the drought.” 

He said the loss is hard 
to measure. “We will only 
see the loss in eight to nine 
years because we probably 
won't have enough trees at 
that time.” 

“The real impact is not 
about this year’s trees,” 
said Bert Cregg, a 
Michigan State University 
horticulture professor. 

He said Christmas trees 
need eight to 10 years to 
grow to marketable size so 
the impact will not appear 
at least until them, 

Michigan ranks third in 
the national Christmas tree 
market, following Oregon 
and North Carolina, Cregg 
said. 


Michigan has 700 
Christmas tree growers, 
according to the 


Honors 


Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development. 

The annua! wholesale 
value is about $40 million 
per year, 

The industry brings ben- 
efits to the state’s economy 
in several aspects. 

“Farmers are hiring local 
workers and the tree retail 
industry needs trucks for 
transportation,” said 
Marsha Gray, executive 
director of the Michigan 
Christmas Tree 
Association in Howell. 

“We now have over 600 
growers in the state,” Gray 
said. “The biggest growing 
counties are Missaukee, 
Macomb and Muskegon. 

“We are a hot spot in the 
Christmas —_ tree-growing 
industry,” she said. 

Gray said one possible 
reason is the state’s physi- 


cal environment, like its 
soil and climate. 
“Based on natural 


resources, we are able to 
grow eight to 10 different 
kinds of trees,” she said. 
“People in the 
Northwestern coast and 
North Carolina can grow 
only one kind of tree.” 
Another reason is the 
State’s agriculture tradi- 
tion, she said. “Historically 
some started = growing

Christmas trees and some- 
one else followed up.” 

Prince’s company is one 
of many family-owned 
businesses, 

“We are three-generation 
tree growers,” he said. “My 
great grandfather started 
the business and now my 
children are helping me out 
and working on the farm.” 

Prince’s company sells 
both wholesale and retail. 
It ships trees to Texas and 
Florida and sells to stores 
in the Grand Rapids-area. 

Prince said his business 
is doing better this year, 
with orders staying the 
same but with new cus- 
tomers. 

He said that’s because 
fewer people in the state 
are growing Christmas 
trees. “Most of them are 
older guys and iots of 
younger generations are 
doing other work.” 


Gray, from the state 
Christmas Tree 
Association, said that’s 


because nursery business 
people won’t see short- 
term benefits. 

She also said the market 
is changing. 

“Trees don’t change, but 
consumers are expecting 
different things,” she 
added. “Business owners

She said the association 
is developing small 
Christmas trees so people 
can put them on a desk.

But Prince said, “We’ve 
been doing the same things 
for three generations. | will 
continue to do what my 
great grandfather did and 
my son will do the same 
thing.” 

His 19-year-old son is 
now a second-year 
mechanical engineering 
major, which, according to 
his father, will ‘definitely 
be helpful to the business.” 

Prince said he hasn’t 
made an agreement with 
his son to work on the farm 
yet but he will talk to him 
soon before the youth’s 
graduation. 

“J have told my son if 
you work hard in this busi- 
ness, you can succeed,” he 
said.

Agreement reached for 


fish hatchery operations

A public-private partner- 
ship for the continued oper- 
ation of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery took another step 
up the rung on the planning 
ladder last week. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, at 
its regular monthly meeting, 
approved a memorandum of 
understanding between the 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), 
Crawford County and 
Harrietta Hills Trout Farm, 


with the 103rd 


LLC. The agreement was 
made to recognize and 
accept the lease agreement 
between the county and 
Harrietta Hills for the pur- 
pose of operating the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

The agreement states that 
the lease will not cause the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery to 
revert back from the county 
to the DNR. 

Property conveyance 
restrictions, established by 
Public Act 321 of 1994, 
which deeded the fish 
hatchery property to the 
county, must be complied 
with. The restrictions state 
that the property be used for 
public recreation or for 
museum purposes and pub- 
lic access to the AuSable 
River for fishing be allowed 

In June, Crawford County 
and the Harrietta Hills Fish 
Farm, LLC, entered into an 
agreement to keep the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery 
open to the public. The 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority informed 
Crawford County that it 
could not operate the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery due

to operational losses, 

Dan Vogler, the owner 
and general manager of the 
Harrietta Hills Fish Farm, 
said an agreement has been 
reached with the county to 
operate the hatchery for two 
years. Vogler is seeking to 
operate the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery year-round for 
commercial production of 
rainbow trout. The fish 
hatchery would be open to 
the public during the 
tourism season, as it has 
been for the fast 30 years. 

The plan is to raise trout, 
which are between six to 10 
inches before they go to 
market. Between 10,000 to 
20,000 fish could be in each 
of the eight raceways at the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. The 
hatchery has the capability 
of producing 180,000 to 
200,000 pounds of fish per 
year. 

Vogler said the increased 
fish production would cut 
down on seafood imported 
from other nations, and bol- 
ster the state’s output of 
seafood. 

Vogler was pleased to 
reach the agreement with

the county and the state. 

“This was the first big 
step that we were waiting 
for,” Vogler said, 
“We're pleased that the 
process is rolling forward. 
We will still keep working 
to engage those who have 
concerns and hopefully will 
have things up and running 
as soon as possible.” 

The memorandum of 
understanding states that the 
county and Harrietta Hills 
must meet standards estab- 
lished by the Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) for the operation of 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
to protect the AuSable River 
and its tributaries. They 
must comply with all DEQ 
and Department of 
Agriculture and Rural 
Development permits and 
standards during the terms 
of the lease. 

Ultimately, the county 
and Harrietta Hills need a 
discharge permit from the 
DEQ. The permit would 
address the release of fish 
waste and food that has not 
been consumed by the fish. 

Obtaining the permit is a 
lengthy process, 

“When that gets done, we 
will be in a better position,” 
said Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo. 

Harrietta Hills Trout Farm 
is located on Slagle Creek, 
which is a high quality trout 
fishing steam in northwest 
Michigan. Vogler has 
received and maintains a

Health Department #10, had an 
office located in the basement of 
the building. 

“Now, he has an office that is 
readily available for serving the 
public,” VanGills said. 


Sue Luckstead, the public 
health nurse for Crawford 
County’s District Health 


Department #10 office, said the 
new Office will allow caregivers to 
modemize the way they need to 
serve the public. 

“It’s exciting,” Luckstead said. 
“The space is going to be wonder- 
ful and will allow us to serve our 


clients better because we won’t be 
tripping over each other and we 
can have different services at the 
same time on the same day and we 
can grow into what we need to do 
today.” 

Under the agreement with 
District Health Department #10, 
the 10 counties it serves agree to 
provide office space for the pubic 
agency. Money for operations is 
received from categorical grants, 
the counties, bills fot services, fees 
for services and other grants the 
agency applies for and receives. 

“It’s not just one funding mech- 
anism for the health department,” 
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District Health Department #10 moves into new office 


VanGills said. 

District Health Department #10 
in Crawford County has seven 
employees. Teams from other 
areas are also brought in regularly 
to provide programs such as fami- 
ly planning and breast and cervi- 
cal cancer screenings. 

Between 4,000 to 5,000 people 
are served by the District Health 
Department #10 office in 
Crawford County each year. 
Services provided include immu- 
nizations, environmental services, 
hearing and vision screenings in 
the schools and restaurant inspec- 
tions. 


VanGills acknowledged the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners and Crawford 
County Administrator Paul Compo 
for working with health depart- 
ment officials to purchase and ren- 
ovate the building to better serve 
the community. 

“This is a wonderful facility and 
I appreciate the leadership from 
the county,” VanGills said. “It’s a 
good location and it’s very walka- 
ble for the staff and community to 
get here.” 

In February, Crawford County 
purchased the building for the 
health department from Dave 


Wyman. Wyman, a local building | 
contractor, was also hired to make 
building renovations necessary to 
accommodate the agency. 

In March, the county board ter- 
minated its lease with Huron 
Pines, a non-profit organization 
that has a mission to conserve 
forests, lakes and streams, for its 
space in the building. The Natural 
Resources Commission Services, 
which is a federal agency, also left 
the building after operating on a 
month-to-month lease with the 
county. Both agencies relocated to 
Gaylord.
